The tires are being advertised as 


being 'first quality, "guaranteed to be 
exactly as received from the various 
manufacturers and having passed gov- 
ernment Inspection. 


The manufacturers, however, de- 


clare that they are under no obliga- 
tions whatsoever to •guarantee the 
service these tires will give or to 
make any adjustments for low mile- 
age.. Motorists will buy the tires en- 
tirely at their own risk, they assert. 


Much MUtrwrtment 


The tires were sold -originally to 


the government, the manufacturers 
explain, without any guaranty provi- 


sion In the terms of sale. Moreover, 
the tires have been out of the manu- 
facturers' hands for more than three 
years and have been subjected to so 
much mistreatment that they are now 
practically worthless.

Why —and how —are the prices of foodstuffs 


tripled between the farmer and the city consumer? 


Who gets the difference—and for what? 
What share of this increase is due to necessary 


costs of distribution, td fair profits by middlemen, 
and what part represents useless costs and exces- 
sive profits? 


These questions, often raised but never settled 


to the satisfaction of either farmer, consumer or 
dealer, may find an authoritative answer if the 
special congressional commission for agricultural 
inquiry, proposed by a concurrent resolution now 
pending, is approved. 


The resolution has been, favorably reported by 


the Senate committee on agriculture and approved 
by the rules committee of the House. 


Its passage, declare C. S. Barrett, chairman of 


the National Board of Farm Organizations, will 
be assured if producers and consumers will unite 
in a demand on Congress for its passage. 


"The farmer ought to know why he only collects 


about 38 cents for every dollar his products bring; 
•wfielr sold to the ultimate* consumer,"" says Bar- 
rett.
